William Himes, Jr., 24. son of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. D. Himes, Lincolnway 
west, 
New 
Oxford, 
escaped 
with 
minor injuries in an accident about 
I o’clock this morning in which his 
1938 model coupe was completely de­ 
molished in collisions with a road­ 
side fruit stand and a large tree. 
The crash occurred a few hundred 
yards west of the Brush Run cross­ 
ing on the Lincoln highway east of 
here. 
Himes told Officer W. I. Banzhaf, 
of the Gettysburg -detail of the state 
motor police, who investigated, th at 
he had fallen asleep a t the wheel 
as he drove eastward. 
On a slight 
curve to the right the car ran off 
the left side of the road, smashed 
the fruit stand of Harry Swain and 
then struck a large tree. 
Bark was stripped from the tree 
from the ground to a point about six 
and a half feet up the trunk. 
The 
car, with its right side and top strip ­ 
ped off. came to a stop back of the 
tree. Parts of the car and fruit stand 
were found more than IOO feet east 
of the point where the accident oc­ 
curred. 
Himes told Officer Banzhaf his 
last recollection before the crash was 
of driving at a speed of about 40 or 
45 miles an hour a mile west of the 
point where the accident occurred. 
He was taken to the home of his 
parents by Harry £>wain and was 
treated there by Dr. W ilbur Miller, 
New Oxford. His injuries included a 
puncture wound of the right ear, 
a laceration of the upper lip and a 


cut on the right side of the chin. 
He also suffered from shock and was 
confined to bed today. 
The car was described as a total 
wreck. 
The loss was estim ated at 
about $500.

W ashington, May 23 {AP> — An 
authoritative report th at President 
Roosevelt has decided to let congress 
take the initiative for any new fed­ 
eral spending coincided today with 
an assertion by Senator Byrd (D-Va) 
that additional expenditures would 
not promote recovery. 
Saying th at appropriations for the 
year beginning July I would reach 
a peacetime high of more th an $10,- 
000,000.000. Byrd told reporters; 
We have not been able to pur­ 
chase prosperity on borrowed money, 
and the continued effort to do this 
will inevitably lead to disastrous re­ 
sults. 
“IC is futile. I think, to talk about 
a new spending program when we 
are now spending the largest sum in 
oui history. 
' Pump priming and deficit spend­ 
ing have had a fair trial after six 
years to the tune of nearly trebling 
the public debt."

RUTARIANS HEAR 
TALK ON APPLES 


Some of the problems faced by 
fruit growers were outlined by Fred­ 
eric El. D riest, E’lora Dale, in a talk 
before mem bers of the Gettysbum 
Rotary club on M onday evening. 
Mr. Driest, who is a member oi 
the local Rotary club, explained the j 
methods used by growers in the I 
county when they first started to 
plant fruit trees—principally apple I 
trees—about 1895. 
He then truced the fruit-grow­ 
ing process down until the present 
time, when the growers make use oi 
expert advice given to them by spe- I 
realists who have made a study ol 
their problems. 
Activities of the growers 
center j 
around 
cultivation 
of 
the 
trees; 
spraying 
them 
to combat 
pests, 
providing cover crops in the orch­ 
ards to insure the right kind of food 
from the soil for the growing trees, 
and then thinning and picking the 
apples. 
Mr. D riest told the Ro tartans that 
he expects a light crop of Yorks in 
the county this year. Several of the 
other varieties will possibly do bet­ 
ter, he said.

contended the tax, ranging from $1 
for a single store to $500 for stores 
in chains of more th an 500, was 
not a form of graduated tax. 
Chief Justle# John W. K ephart 
reminded Scott the court already 
had decided, in the Philadelphia 
income tax case, th a t a graduated 
tax was unconstitutional.

Justice Owen J. Rot/vrtsi Df the 
Uniter} S tates Suprem e court, in 
the Indiana chain store tax case, 
holding “there is a clear distinction 
between one owner operating many 
stores, and m any owners operating 
one store each, and the legislature 
may make this distinction the sub­ 
ject of taxation." 
Scott said the Pennsylvania legis­ 
lature in 1937, set up 12 classifica­ 
tions for taxing the stores, He held 
also th a t the law in reality levied 
“two separate taxes—one on chain 
stores and one on theatres.”

65,600 AUTO 
WORKERS IDLE 


Detroit, May 23 (AP(.—Approxi­ 
mately 65,000 auto workers were 
thrown Into idleness today as a 
strike in seven plants of the Briggs 
manufacturing 
company 
caused 
widespread layoffs in the motor in­ 
dustry. 
Chrysler corporation announced it 
would shut down IO plants in De­ 
troit, New Castle, Indiana, and Ko­ 
komo, Indiana, and would be unable 
to operate any of its units here ex­ 
cept Dodge truck. 
T£e spread of idleness resulted 
from the cutting off of automobile 
bodies which the Briggs company 
supplies to a large part of the motor 
car industry. 
Only 15,000 men were directly af­ 
fected by the Briggs strike, which 
was called Monday by the C.IO. 
United Auto Workers union. 
The 
Chrysler shutdown, however, affect­ 
ed about 43 000 in Detroit and 3.- 
400 in Indiana. In addition the Lin­ 
coln division of the Ford Motor com­ 
pany, which employs 5,000 curtail­ 
ed operations. 
James F. Dewey, 
federal 
labor 
conciliator, 
arrived 
here today and made immediate ar­ 
rangements for attempting a settle­ 
ment. 
The strike began at 9 a. rn. Mon­ 
day. 
Picketing was established at 
the seven Briggs plants.

PRESIDENT SEES 
INDUSTRY READY 
TO MOVE AHEAD 


Washington, May 23 (AP)—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt left with the Amer­ 
ican Retail Federation today an 
optimistic picture of the nation’s 
economic 
future 
provided 
the 
principals and objectives of the new 
deal are carried forward. 
In a broad re-statem ent of his 
business and financial policies, the 
chief executive Monday night told 
a banquet audience of 1,000 small 
town and big city merchants: 
“Today with no danger of surplus 
of goods overhanging the m ark e t- 
just because we have tried to keep 
consumer purchasing power up to 
production—the nation is In an ex­ 
cellent position to move forward 
into greater production and greater 
employment.” 
He declared, however, that busi­ 
ness could not expect his admin­ 
istration to retreat on the size of 
its budget, the present tax level, or 
its policy of work relief rather than 
the dole. 
Declaring that critics of 
these 
policies were willing tcTgamble with 
the nation’s safety, MF. Roosevelt 
appealed to business leaders—with­ 
out a "big stick,” as he put it—for 
help In working out national prob­ 
lems in a spirit of good will. 
Comment from federation mem­ 
bers and congressmen In the audi­ 
ence was largely favorable. 
Most 
termed the speech “mild” in com­ 
parison with some of his previous 
talks of business. 
Tile President declared that busi­ 
ness men were “making a mountain 
out of a mole hill” in regard to the 
undistributed profits tax, which he 
said raises less than 2 per cent of 
the tax revenue from corporations. 
He expressed willingness to have 
it repealed, provided that the $20,- 
000,000 which it brings in were ob­ 
tained through other levies on cor­ 
porations earning more than $25,000 
a year and provided no tax avoid­ 
ance loopholes were created. 
For sound business reasons, he 
continued, especially in view of the 
unbalanced 
budget, tax revenues 
must be 
maintained 
at existing 
levels. 
—To republicans, who have pro­ 
claimed 
this 
as 
“national 
debt 
week,” Mr. Roosevelt said that much 
of the approximately $40,000,000,000 
in public obligations was offset by 
debts owed the government. 
"The next 
thing to remember 
about the debt,” he added, “is that 
government, like business men, is 
investing in order to create a higher 
volume of business 
income and, 
therefore, a bigger net yield for 
government. 
"National income will be greater 
tomorrow than it is today because 
government has had the courage to 
borrow idle capital and put it and 
idle labor to work.”
